Martin Mazza wants a 
third term on the Niagara- 
on-the-Lake town council. 

He is hoping voters con¬ 
tinue to appreciate his open 
and outspoken style. 

And if they don’t, they 
won’t vote for him—he has 
no plans to change his style, 

Having moved from sev¬ 
enth position in his first run 
at one of the eight council 
seats in 2006 to second four 
years ago, Mazza, a Virgil 
restaurant owner who calls 
himself "the pizza guy who 
delivers,” wants to continue 
doing just that—delivering 
what the voters ask for. 

“People seem to be com¬ 
fortable speaking to me, and 
they seem confident that if 
they speak to me about an 
issue, I’ll bring it up for them 
at council,” he says. 

If he has learned one 
thing on council, it’s the 
importance of persevering. 

"I don’t give up. I think 
the powers-that-be, the staff 


at the town, the region and 
the province, are beginning 
to realize I’m a pit bull. I just 
keep fighting for what I think 
is important.” 

Mazza recounts a story of 
running into a senior one 
day, who told the councillor 
he reminded her of a clown. 

"I didn’t know what to 
say,” he said, “so I asked her 

Known as a jokester in 
his younger years, he was 
surprised by her answer. 

"She said I was like a 
blow-up clown doll, the 
kind you knock down and 
they bounce back up. She 
said 'that’s you, they keep 
knocking you down and you 
keep getting back up. They 
can’t keep you down,”’ 
recalls Mazza. 

"I never thought I’d like 
being called a clown, but I 
liked that." 

Mazza said he didn’t 
think of himself as a politi¬ 
cian eight years ago, and he 
still doesn’t. 

For one thing, he’s the 
first to admit he is not a 
public speaker. 

"I’m not good at speak¬ 


ing, and I never will be. I 
sometimes wonder when 
I’m speaking at council 
whether I’m making my 
point. But I keep at it. And I 
think people understand 
that about me, that I’m not a 
politician, and the fact that 
I’m not a good speaker is 
just part of who I am." 

Representing residents 
as a councillor “is not a 
game to me. I’m not doing 
anything for myself or to 
make a profit, or for any 
other reason than that I 
think it’s the right thing to 
do," he says. 

And whether it’s making 
a decision on council or 
standing up at the table to 
try to help somebody, “I do 
what I was taught by my 
parents. I go with my guts 
and my heart, and do what 
feels right. I try to keep it 
simple.” 

Mazza, 45 and the owner 
of Italian Pizza & Subs on 
Niagara Stone Rd., has lived 
in town all his life, and 
prides himself on his acces¬ 
sibility-people know where 
to find him and can rely on a 
timely response to their 


queries, he says. 

But while his business 
helps his accessibility to res¬ 
idents, he says, there is a 
flip-side—he knows of sev¬ 
eral business owners in 
town who will not frequent 
his restaurant, and expect 
their employees to also boy¬ 
cott it because of decisions 
he has made at council. 

But that’s nothing he 
plans to change, he says. 

What he would like to 
change is that there is no 
clear plan for education in 
town, or for health care, with 
the hospital closing and a 
shortage of doctors. 

While those are not 
municipal matters, there is a 
role for the municipality to 
play in both, he says. 

Another issue that con¬ 
cerns him is the council’s 
vote during this term to sell 
the former Regent St. bowl¬ 
ing greens for residential 
lots. 

He believes that decision 
was a mistake, he said, and 
he’d like to see it revisited. 

He sees the property as 
greenspace that could pro¬ 
vide some parking—but not 


on asphalt—and that could 
be used for a farmers' mar¬ 
ket, art show or other 

“That property is an 
important part of history, 
and it’s important to the 
town’s future. I'd like to see 


it kept as public land." 

Other candidates to 
throw their hat into the ring 
for the Oct. 27 election are 
Pat Darte and Dave Eke for 
lord mayor, and Bill Cowie, 
Don MacDougall and Paolo 
Miele for council.

Liberal budget disappoints with 
no mention of GO service to Niagara 


Niagara needs daily GO train service. 

It was a promise during the recent 
provincial election, and it was touted by 
all Niagara politicians as a top priority. 

But when the Liberals released their 
rehashed budget Monday, there was no 
mention of GO service to Niagara. 

Even long-time Liberal Jim Bradley, 
MPP for St. Catharines, has pushed for it. 
And you won’t find a more loyal Liberal 
than Bradley. 

Yet it seems his Liberals are thumbing 
their noses at this region by failing to 
acknowledge a GO service commitment 
in this budget. 

There is money for transportation 
infrastructure in the budget—$130 bil¬ 
lion, over 10 years. 

But nowhere is there a commitment 
that some of that money will be spent on 
delivering GO service to Niagara, and 
the fear is those billions will be gobbled 
up to satisfy the Liberal voters in the 
GTA. 

It’s a huge disappointment. Niagara is 


suffering from a loss of high-paying jobs, 
the price of gas is climbing, the cost of 
living is rising, and GO service has been 
seen as an economic driver that could go 
a long way to solving some of the prob¬ 
lems the region is experiencing today. 

MPP Wayne Gates, representing 
Niagara Falls, Niagara-on-the-Lake and 
Fort Erie, knows how important GO ser¬ 
vice is to his riding. 

Our mayor and town council, our 
regional chair have all spoken out on this

when it was time to make promises, but 
now that it’s time to deliver, it seems 
those promises have been forgotten. 
Certainly didn’t take long for the bloom, 
if there was one, to fall off this rose.

centre of the library, tables 
were covered with all 
kinds of interesting 
objects—Lego, duct tape, 
crafts, modelling dough— 
while children moved 
from one craft centre to 
another, chattering and 
giggling and sounding like 
kids who are having a 
good time, and nobody 
told them to stop. 

Instead, library staff 
and volunteers were 


encouraging them to 
explore their inner cre¬ 
ativity, while they made 
all kinds of weird and 
wacky objects, including 
wallets crafted of brightly- 
coloured duct tape. 

That's just one of sev¬ 
eral summer kids' pro¬ 
grams, and it's not rele¬ 
gated to a special room or 
a kids' corner. It makes 
the library a much livelier, 
more welcoming gather¬ 
ing place than I remember 
from when I was a kid. 

And it's not just kids' 
programming that has 
changed. Today we're 
encouraged to join in 
book discussions over 
beer or wine, to borrow 
kitchen utensils as well as 
books, and to call if we 
want our books delivered, 

The library also offers 
computer classes, internet 
classes, ebook classes—if 
books are going the way of 


the dinosaur because of 
technology, the library is 
going to make sure we 
keep up with how to take 
advantage of the latest. 

Our library hosts a 
Philosopher’s Caf6, a 
series of famous and infa¬ 
mous-biographies of 
interesting people are dis¬ 
cussed—regular art shows, 
mother and toddler play 
groups, a community gar¬ 
den, possibly a seed 
library in the future ... 

There is likely far more 
that I've forgotten or don't 
know about, but suffice it 
to say our library is a hap¬ 
pening place in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake. 

Some people, of course, 
don't take well to change. 

When I was last at the 
library, it was to chat with 
a group of quilters—that 
reminds me, there is also 
quilting at the library. 

And as the women 
chatted, mentioning more 


than once that quilters are 
a chatty bunch, a disgrun¬ 
tled gentleman, disturbed 
by the noise level, left in a 
bit of a huff. Not that he 
couldn't have moved and 
found a quiet spot, but 
rather he was put off by 
the fact that noise is 
encouraged in an envi¬ 
ronment he still feels 
should be hushed. 

To keep those happy 
who still seek quiet in 
their local library, a staff 
member said, there are 
plans afoot to create a 
quiet corner. 

Imagine that. Libraries 
have changed so much, 
quiet areas have to be 
designed and designated. 

You can't please every¬ 
body, but the staff at our 
local library are certainly 
trying. 

Many years ago, we had 
a bitter battle on our 
hands in town as a deci¬ 
sion had to be made 


regarding where our new 
library would be built. 

The two top contend¬ 
ing locations were the 
Queen St. Court House, 
where the library was 
located at the time, with 
extensive renovations and 
an addition planned, or 
the site that eventually 
won out with a brand new 
building. 

cede we couldn't have just 
as vibrant a gathering 
place at the Court House, 
had the right architect 
designed the space, but I 
will say that we couldn't 
be better served than we 
are now—not necessarily 
because of the beautiful 
and inviting building that 
is a showcase for the town,

“They already feel they 
rely on family members 
to do so much for them. 
This is just one little thing 
they can look after them¬ 
selves, with help from the 

Program co-ordinator 
Beth Labelle says Library 
to Go was developed 
when staff members real¬ 
ized some of their regu¬ 
lars were no longer com¬ 
ing in to pick up books. 

“You don’t have to be a 
shut-in to take advantage 
of this program," she 

“You could still be able 
to get out and about but 


just not to the library. You 
could be a new mother or 
at home with a broken 
leg, and just need some 
help temporarily." 

Grant is the only vol¬ 
unteer delivering books 
at the moment, but 
Labelle says she would 
love to have more people 
make use of the program, 
which was started about a 
year ago, and more vol¬ 
unteers if needed. 

The program also 
includes dropping off a 
box of books at the 
seniors’ residences in 
town, where recreation 
directors take note of who 
would like to receive 
reading material, and let 


the library know what to 

“For example, they 
might tell us they have a 
resident who is interested 
in Second World War 
material,” says Labelle. 

"We’ll send along a 
selection of non-fiction 
that includes that subject, 
plus a variety of fiction 
and some audio books. 
We know in that case the 
books will be passed 
around by whoever is 
interested in reading 

There is an application 
form to fill out, and a fam¬ 
ily member can look after 
it for someone else, says 
Labelle.

Most days, lunch 
with Tennessee Williams 
would be pretty depress¬ 
ing—an appetizer of 
angst followed by the 
chef’s special: Drugs, 
resentment and dys¬ 
function. 

So it was odd to see 
Williams get the Shaw 
Festival’s annual lunch¬ 
time slot this season. 

But A Lovely Sunday 
for Creve Coeur doesn’t 
plumb Williams’ usual 
depths. Nowhere close, 
actually. Written four 
years before his death in 
1983, it hits his usual 
themes - alienation, 
heartbreak, patriarchy - 
with a somewhat lighter 
touch. You’ll chuckle for 


before Williams ends 
things on his usual sour 

Not quite a comedy, 
not quite a downer. It’s a 
show your lunch will 
agree with. 

You’ll certainly agree 
with Deborah Hay, who 
chose this as her ‘other’ 
2014 show for her much- 
anticipated return to the 
Shaw Festival (she’s also 
Sally in Cabaret). 

As a brilliant acting 
ensemble, the Shaw 
doesn’t tend to promote 
one performer over 
another, but Hay should 
be the exception. Her 
presence in a show can 
make all the difference. 

She stars here as the 
lovesick Dotty, sharing 
a frumpy apartment 
with her friend Bodey 


(Kate Hennig) in a St. 
Louis slum. Dotty is 
expecting a call from 
the guy she’s crushing 
on, while Bodey is deter¬ 
mined to set her up with 
her beer-swigging but 
practical twin brother. 

A rather thin premise 
for a play, but the des¬ 
peration in Williams’ 
writing can be felt in 
Dotty’s manic expecta¬ 
tion of that phone call. 

In her head, she has 
already walked the aisle, 
started a family, and 
escaped this St. Louis 
hellhole and its pedes¬ 
trian drudgery, recalling 
Williams’ own child¬ 
hood in the city. 

As always, there are 
no truly happy women 
in a Williams play.

Festival show, director Lisa 
Peterson has done some¬ 
thing this place hasn't seen 
for awhile: A genuinely thrill¬ 
ing production of a Bernard 
Shaw play. 


It helps that it’s The 
Philanderer, one of Shaw’s 
earliest, funniest plays. It 
helps to have Sue LePage’s 
dynamic and beautiful set 
designs, which outshine 
anything else seen this sea¬ 
son. It certainly helps to have 
a cast this sharp and frisky, 
beginning with two people 
loudly having sex in the 


But it’s Peterson who pro¬ 
vides the biggest spark, mak¬ 
ing the show modem, fast- 
moving and not at all what 
we’re accustomed to with ‘ol 
Bernard. It’s the biggest sur¬ 
prise of the 2014 season, and 
apt to steal some of Cabaret's 
thunder this summer at the 
Festival Theatre.

The plot is pure sit¬ 
com decades before 
there was a TV, and 
though many of Shaw’s 
usual traits are in full 
flight - rants against 
marriage, politics, the 
medical profession - 
they weren’t yet of the 
long-winded variety. He 
would explore these 
same topics in multiple 
plays to come, but with 
The Philanderer he was 
still finding his own 
voice. And it was glori- 

Long before he has 
his characters preach to 
the audience, they 
scrapped with each 
other in service of a plot. 
It’s the difference 
between a lecture and 
an actual entertaining 
night of theatre. 

Everything that 
makes The Philanderer 
great is accounted for 
here - the hysterical 
Ibsen Club, where men 
and women are encour¬ 


aged to be ‘unsexed,’ is 
like a cigar club of the 
absurd. And Jeff 
Meadows scores some 
of the play’s biggest 
laughs as a doctor 
depressed the fatal dis¬ 
ease he diagnosed Julia’s 
dad (Ric Reid) with 
doesn’t actually exist. 

But even if you’ve 
seen The Philanderer 
here before (four previ¬ 
ous productions, most 
recently 2007), you've 
never seen this one: It 
replaces the traditional 
third act with the one 
Shaw originally wrote, 
then discarded on the 
advice of a friend. 

It was never per¬ 
formed until the 1990s, 
and even then as a 
bonus act to the tradi¬ 
tional play. When it 
replaces the third act, it 
completely changes the 
tone of the show - still 
funny but with real 
world ramifications. An 
act of matchmaking 
Leonard devises doesn’t 
end happily, as it does 


in the traditional ver¬ 
sion. Like a director’s 
cut of your favourite 
movie, it picks up four 
years later to show an 
alternate reality. 

Here, Leonard’s phi¬ 
landering doesn’t seem 
so innocent. The char-
